guished Candidate For the Country’s Highest Office. 


Dignified, Safe and Sane, Always Good Natured 


and Respecter of People’s Feelings.

H E lion. Charles Warren Fair* 
banks of Indiana Is distinctly a 
p residential p ossibility. The v ice 
p resident alw ays Is. There Is a 
p ossibility that the p resident may die, 
resign* or be Imp eached. 
( Some p rofess that Mr. Fairbanks Is 
also a p ossibility through the usual 
[channels of nomination and election. 
That may be, though how or why I 
must confess is a mystery to me. 
This is not the only mystery In con­ 
nection with the v ice p resident. Some 
years ago a story went the rounds that 
he was bom in a log house. That tale 
wa s assiduously circulated all ov er the 
country. 
At the same time the im­ 
p ression was conv eyed that to be born 
in a log house was quite an act of v ir­ 
tue on his p art. Some Imaginativ e art­ 
ists ev en went to the length of making 
p ictures of the domicile with the bark 
on it. It was no fault of the bureau of 
p ublicity that the cabin of the Fair­ 
banks nativ ity did not become as fa­ 
mous as that in which Abraham Lin­ 
coln saw the light. 
Then some heartless Iconoclast kicked 
ov er both the story and the cabin. The 
denial was p ublished far and wide and 
got red In the face trying to ov ertake 
and throttle the original lie. Mr. Fair­ 
banks was not born In a log house. lie 
didn’t like log houses anyway and if he 
p assed one would go on the other side 
of the road. 
Not satisfied with mixing up his birth 
In this way, the rep orters started a 


far from the fact. 
There are many 
men taller than Fairbanks that hav e 
not been cap tured by the dime mu­ 
seums. 
Both Washington and Lincoln 
were taller, though neither of them had 
so much unerackable dignity.

In dian apolis, March 28.—Jam es Bin g­ 
ham, attorn ey gen eral, has giv en an 
opin ion to the effect that an old law 
which prov ided for adv an ce paymen ts 
to the state treasurer by coun ty treas­ 
urers has n ot been repeated by the 
public depository law’. 
The opin ion 
was requested by the state auditor. 
If it had been foun d that the old law’ 
had been repealed, the busin ess of the 
state would hav e been seriously af­ 
fected, as most of the state fun ds are 
tied up in differen t ban ks as time de­ 
posits an d without adv an ce paymen ts 
from the coun ty treasurers, the state 
would n ot hav e mon ey en ough to con ­ 
tin ue busin ess an d state officers would 
hav e to wait sev eral mon ths for their 
pay. 
Approximately $200,000 is sen t in 
durin g each semi-an n ual period in ad­ 
v an ce of the regular semi-an n ual set­ 
tlem en ts which are made Jun e 15 an d 
Jan . 1 of each year. Accordin g to the 
attorn ey gen eral s opin ion these ad­ 
v an ce paymen ts may be forwarded 
n ow as usual an d the state will be in 
n o way han dicapped. 
This course 
mean s a slight gain to the state in the 
way of in terest an d a correspon din g 
slight loss to the coun ties. 
If it had 
been held that the mon ey should be 
retain ed by coun ty treasurers un til 
settlem en t time, the coun ties would 
hav e receiv ed, the in terest on the mon ­ 
ey. 
As it is to be un der the attorn ey 
gen eral’s decision , the state's mon ey 
will remain on deposit, drawin g in ter­ 
est, an d the state will tran sact its bus­ 
in ess by mean s of adv an ced paymen ts.

borin g town of Ometepec, the jail was 
destroyed an d thirty prison ers made 
their escape. Troops,are guardin g the 
public buildin gs that are stan din g in 
Chiiapa, but perfect order prev ails. 
IAter return s from Chiiapa show, 
howev er, that the dispatch receiv ed by 
Gov ern or Flores w a r ultra-con serv a­ 
tiv e. 
The town was practically de­ 
stroyed, though n o liv es were lost. 
Most of the buildin gs that were lev ­ 
eled were residen ces. 
Thirty-four shocks hav e been record­ 
ed durin g the past twen ty-four hours 
by the seismograi^i at the n ation al ob­ 
serv atory at Tabuyaca. 
Most of these 
shocks, howev er, were imperceptible 
except to the delicate n eedle of the 
in strumen t. 
Chiiapa has a population of some 
15,000 people an d is the largest town 
in the state of Guerrero. To reach the 
place it is n ecessary to trav el on e day 
by train an d then four days ov er a 
rough moun tain trail on horseback. 
Telegraphic commun ication has n ot 
been in terrupted with Chiiapa. 
Re­ 
ports comin g in from v arious poin ts in 
the republic show that the 'quake iv as 
felt ov er a v ery wide area, but that in 
n o place, with the possible exception 
of Chiiapa, was there a con siderable 
loss of life or property. 
Mrs. Emma Jean n ette Dorv ille, an 
American , lost her life in a pan ic in 
the Tiburcio theater in the city of 
Vera Cruz, w’hich followed the earth ­ 
quake. 
When th© ’quake was felt the 
audien ce rushed 
for 
the exits an d 
man y w’ere sev erely bruised, but n on e 
seriously 
in jured. 
Mrs. 
Dorv ille 
dropped dead from fright. In this city 
a gen darme was killed, fifteen person s 
were slightly an d on e fatally in jured 
by fallin g beams an d walls. 
All of 
these belon ged to the workin g classes.

Relative Value of the State’s Com m er 
cial W oods to Be Determined. 
The Stote University of Idaho, locat­ 
ed at Moscow, has just entered into a 
co-operative agreement with the Unit­ 
ed Slates forest service to carry on a 
series of tests to determine the rela­ 
tive value of the commercial timbers 
of the state. 
All the tests will Ik» 
made at the university In accordance 
tvith the methods used by the govern­ 
ment, and at least once a year a test­ 
ing engineer of the forest service will 
make a careful inspection and report 
upon the progress of the work. 
These tests will be of considerable 
value in ascertaining for what pur­ 
poses and uses the timbers of Idaho 
are best adapted, says a forest service 
bulletin. 
Bridge stringers will be test 
ed to determine the fitness of different 
species for the construction of trestles 
and bridges. The spike holding power 
will also l>e Investigated to determine 
Just what species can be advantageous­ 
ly used for railroad ties, and tests 
will be made to determine the relative 
hardness, which property is very Im­ 
portant In material used for paving 
blocks. 
The forest service at other 
laboratories la various parts of the 
country is making tests on important 
timbers from other sections, and by 
co-operating with the service the uni­ 
versity will secure results which will 
furnish au accurate basis for compar­ 
ing Idaho timber with timber from 
other states. 
At this period, when the supply of 
different species which practical util­ 
ization has shown to be well adapted 
to the needs of various industries is 
being rapidly exhausted, substitutes for 
the 
disappearing 
species 
are 
being 
eagerly sought. 
The timber tests as 
carried on by the government are de­ 
signed to show how hard, tough, stiff 
and strong different woods are, in this 
way making it possible to determine 
intelligently 
what species will best 
serve as substitutes for the ones near­ 
ing exhaustion. 
The results of the in­ 
vestigations will be published from 
time to time and distributed to the In­ 
dividuals and corporations interested In 
the use of forest products.

H is splendid o rganizing ability, bis mastery o f detail, 
his infinite reso urcefulness, his co nquest o f o bstacles, his far-sighted visio ns 
Into the future—all find their lasting mo nument in this splendid wo rk. 
In 1891 Queen Victo ria, reco gnizing the marvelo us impetus he had given 
to Canada, co nferred o n him the ho no r o f knightho o d, which he mo destly ac­ 
cepted as a tribute to his railro ad, and has since carried his ho no rs with the 
simplicity, grace and dignity o f a large-minded, bro ad-gauge mao .
